To the Citizens of Strafford: 


The annual report of the Board of Education for the year 
ending February 15th, 1899, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The work of the year has in must respects been of a satisfac- 
tory nature. True our teachers have not attained perfection, 
neither does your school-board expect it, but the work of your 
teachers has been such as to deserve your fullest confidence and 
support. Our teachers gratefally acknowledge the sympathy of 
parents in their work, but deeply feel the need of more of that’ 
aid. They desire to know that they have their confidence and 
co-operation in their great and responsible work. 
- We have had twenty-four weeks of school during the year. A 
spring or summer term of ten weeks and a fall term of fourteen 
weeks. Sickness and bad weather caused many absences in 
the fall term, but in every school the pupils made commendable 
progress in their studies. 

No extensive repairs have been occasioned, except those at 
No. 15 mentioned in our last report which have been attended 
to. The houses in 10 and 17 have both been painted. Repairs 
of more or less magnitude will be needed in the near future, es- 
pecially a fence around the yard at No. 17. All nations strive 
to instill their subjects with a love for their flag, and through it 
with a devotion to their country for the blessings it confers, of 
which the national flag is anemblem. Upon this devotion the 
national life depends. {[t is therefore especially fitting that the 
young should be taught to honor and love our national emblem. 
And the teachers and scholars of our town, fired with patriotic 
zeal, have solicited by subscription and obtained funds to pur- 
chase flags, these have with appropriate exercises been placed 
above the several schoolhouses until nearly all of them float the
